TTEX, in the cowrse of human events, it becomes 
uecesiary for one people to dissolve the "political 


band^ winch have connected them with another, and 
to assume, among the powurs of the earth, the sep- 
arate and "equal, station to which the Juws^of^Jiature 
"anil cTfnature's God^entitie them, a de'cenf respect to 
the opinions of mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them to the separa- 
tion. 
z-We hold these truths to be self-evident: — That all 
mcn are created equal; that tliey are endowed hy 
•their Crpntor with certain unalienable rights: Umt 
simonjc these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. That, to secure these rights, sovernmsnu: are 
iti.s;itii;p<l among men. deriving their just powers 
from Uiu consent of the governed; that, whenex^r 
any form of government becomes destructive nf 
these ends, it is the ripht of the people to alter or 
to abolish it, and to institute « new covernmcnr, 
Injring its foundation on siKh principles, and or- 
piiiizing its powers in surh form. ;ts to them shall 
sc<-in most likely to effect their s>,-if«ir and happiness. 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate. Unit governments long 
established should not he changed for liRht »nd 
transient causes: and accordingly all experience hath 
shown that mankind are more disposed to suffer 
while evils are sufferahle. tlmn to right themselves 
by utiolisliin; the forms to which ther are accus- 
tomed. But when a Ions train of abus.es and usur- 
pations. purtumj: invariably the Mime object, evince* 
a dcsis" to reduce tliom under absolute despotism, 
it is their riglii. it is their duly, to throw off such 
covp'rnjncnt. and to provide new guards for their 
future scct!rity.

As soon as the courts announced that 
the election was in favor of the 
the zealous good citizens .instituted 
search and seizure hoping to destroy 
Shaffer's liquors. 
The matter 
was 


finally tried before Judge Jenkins, 
who decided in favor of Shaffer, hold- 
ing that Shaffer had a right to pos- 
session of liquors under the then law
